Amendment  I 

Amend  Article  I  by  adding  the  words  "as  amended"  so  that  the  first 
sentence  shall  read:   "In  pursuance  of  authority  conferred  by  Chapter 
31,  sections  60-89,  N.H.  Revised  Annotated,  1955,  as  amended..." 

Amend  Article  III,  Section  6,  by  adding  the  words  "as  amended" 
and  delete  the  words  "near  shore  lines"  from  paragraph  (a)  so  that  para- 
graph (a)  shall  read:   "No  cesspool,  septic  tank,  or  sewage  disposal  area 
shall  be  constructed  or  maintained  less  than  seventy-five  (75)  feet  from 
a  well  or  from  a  dwelling  other  than  that  to  which  it  is  appurtenant 
and  all  sewage  disposal  systems  shall  comply  with  N.H.  RSA  149E,  as 
amended,  which  states  that  "Plans  and  specifications  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  for  approval  at 
least  thirty  days  in  advance  of  construction  of  any  sewage  or  waste 
disposal  system." 
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Amend  Article  V  by  deleting  paragraph  C  and  renumbering  paragraph 
D  to  be  paragraph  C. 

Amend  Article  XIII  by  deleting  Section  1  and  adding  a  new  section 
1  to  read:   "Section  1.   Right-of-way  means  and  includes  any  highway  for 
which  the  town,  state  or  federal  government  has  the  responsibility  for 
maintenance  and  liability  for  the  use  thereof  excluding  bonded  roads  not 
accepted  by  the  Town.  Roads  closed  subject  to  gates  and  bars  are  not 
considered  rights-of-way  for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance." 

Amend  Article  XIII,  section  5,  by  deleting  the  word  "public"  and 
add  the  words  "as  defined  in  this  article"  so  that  section  5  reads  as 
follows:   "Section  5.   Frontage  means  the  length  of  the  lot  bordering 
on  the  right-of-way  as  defined  in  this  article." 

Amendment  II. 

Amend  Article  VIII  Board  of  Adjustment,  by  deleting  Section  2  and 
renumber  Section  3  to  be  Section  2. 

Amend  Article  IV,  Residential-Agricultural  District  Section  1, 
Uses  Permitted,  by  adding  a  new  paragraph  F  to  read: 

"Paragraph  F.  Special  Exceptions 

(1)   Light  industrial  uses  may  be  approved  by  Special  Excep- 
tion of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  subject  to  the  following 
conditions : 

(a)  The  applicant  attaches  to  the  application  for 
Special  Exception  a  written  statement  from  the  Plan- 
ning Boatd  that  the  site  for  the  proposed  light 
industrial  use  meets  their  approval  in  the  following 
categories:   drainage,  water  supply  and  wastewater 
treatment,  type  and  location  of  signs,  location  and 
design  of  screening  and  buffer  strips,  adequacy  of 
parking  for  visitors  and  employees,  the  location  of 
buildings,   access  routes,  and  parking  lots,  and 
that  the  proposed  use  actually  constitutes  a  light 
industrial  use.  The  Planning  Board  shall  consider  the 
application  within  60  days  of  the  applicant's  request 
for  such  a  letter.  Failure  of  the  Planning  Board  to 
meet  the  time  limit  shall  be  taken  to  indicate  that 
the  applicant  has  met  all  of  the  Planning  Board 
requirements . 

(b)  That  the  specific  site  is  an  appropriate  location  for 
the  proposed  use  and  that  the  character  of  adjoining 
uses  will  not  be  affected  adversely. 

(c)  That  no  factual  evidence  is  found  that  property  values 
in  the  District  will  be  adversely  affected  by  such  use. 

(d)  That  no  undue  traffic  or  no  nuisance  or  unreasonable 
hazard  will  result. 


(e)  That  adequate  and  appropriate  facilities  will  be 
provided  for  the  proper  operation  and  maintenance 

of  the  proposed  use. 

(f)  That  there  are  no  objections  from  abutting  property- 
owners  based  on  demonstrable  fact. 

(g)  Will  not  offend  by  reason  of  the  production  or  emis- 
sion of  smoke,  dust,  gas,  noise,  vibrations,  odor, 
fumes,  refuse  matter  or  similar  conditions. 

(h)  Will  not  be  dangerous  to  or  create  a  disturbance  or 
annoyance  to  comfort,  peace,  enjoyment,  health,  or 
safety  of  the  community. 

(i)  Any  buildings  and/or  structures  shall  conform  in 

design  and  materials  to  the  extent  possible,  to  the 
type  of  buildings  in  the  area  in  which  the  light 
industry  is  to  be  located. 

(j)  The  lot  on  which  such  use  may  be  allowed  must  be  five 
(5)  acres  or  more.  This  five  acres  shall  not  include 
the  area  of  any  house  lot  on  this  parcel  of  land.  A 
house  lot,  for  purposed  of  the  paragraph  only,  shall 
mean  any  area  of  eighty  thousand  (80,000)  square  feet 
on  which  there  is  a  dwelling. 

(k)  A  Special  Exception  shall  be  granted  only  for  the 

specific  light  industrial  use  specified  in  the  appli- 
cation. A  change  in  such  use  shall  terminate  the 
Special  Exception  and  reapplication  must  be  made  to 
the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

(1)  In  granting  approval  of  an  application  for  Special 
Exception  use,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  may  attach 
all  reasonable  and  necessary  conditions  to  assure 
that  the  uses  of  surrounding  properties  are  adequate- 
ly safeguarded  and  that  the  intent  of  this  Zoning 
Ordinance  is  maintained. 

(m)  If  a  Special  Exception  is  granted,  the  lot  and  the 
proposed  use  will  conform  with  all  other  provisions 
of  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

(2)  Churches  may  be  located  in  the  Residential-  Agricultural 
Zone  by  the  Special  Exception  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment."

I.)  All  electrical  installations  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  latest  edition  of  the  National  Electric  Code, 
the  same  being  the  standard  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters 
for  electrical  wiring  and  apparatus  and  the  latest  revision  of  the  Life 
Safety  Code  101.  All  utility  lines  placed  along  existing  or  new  rights- 
of-way  in  the  Town  of  Brentwood  will  be  underground.  All  services  from 
new  or  existing  utility  lines  to  new  building  construction  shall  be 
underground. .

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1975. 

During  the  past  year  two  of  our  fellow  officers,  Leigh  Dumas  and 
David  Dodge  resigned  from  the  Police  Department.  Thoedore  Olofson  has  recent- 
ly been  appointed  to  the  Department. 

A  grant  for  "Special  Police  Services"  was  approved  for  the  Town 
of  Brentwood  by  the  Governor's  Commission  on  Crime  and  Delinquency  in  the 
amount  of  $2,246.00.  This  grant  covered  the  patrols  from  May  thru  December. 

Auto  accidents  increased  in  Brentwood  over  the  previous  year  and 
we  had  one  fatality  on  our  highways. 

A  special  part-time  officer  training  program  was  offered  by  the 
New  Hampshire  Police  Standards  and  Training  Council  at  the  New  Hampshire 
Vocational-Technical  College  in  Portsmouth  this  year,  beginning  March  3rd. 
thru  June  2nd.  The  following  officers  attended  and  received  certificates 
for  the  course:  Gilbert  L.  Tuck,  Charles  W.  Pond,  Kenneth  H.  Cowan,  Leigh 
C.  Dumas,  William  J.  Vahey,  Wilmon  F.  Grant,  Robert  Fortier,  Robert  S. 
Lucas  and  Walter  R.  Small.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BRENTWOOD  BICENTENNIAL  COMMITTEE 

In  keeping  with  the  requirements  of  the  American  Revolutionary 
Bicentennial  Commission,  that  the  Bicentennial  Committee  be  made  up  of 
people  from  each  of  the  town  departments  and  organizations,  the  Brentwood 
Bienetennial  Committee  was  formed,  and  held  it's  first  meeting  in  August 
1975.  Because  of  the  overwhelming  enthusiasm  and  cooperation  of  this  com- 
mittee the  requirements  of  the  National  Bicentennial  organization  were  met 
and  Brentwood  gained  recognition  as  a  Bicentennial  Community  two  months 
later. 

The  Town  received  it's  flag  at  a  presentation  ceremony  held  October 
11,  1975  at  the  Swasey  Central  School. 

The  Bicentennial  year  kickoff  with  it's  "Heritage  to  Remember 
Service"  was  held  July  27,  1975  at  the  Brentwood  Congregational  Church.  This 
church  played  a  leading  roll  in  the  town  receiving  it's  charter  over  200 
years  ago. 

In  conjunction  with  the  presentation  of  the  Bicentennial  Flag  to 
the  Town  a  turkey  supper  was  served  at  the  Firehouse.  Several  other  activities 
are  planned  for  1976.  Among  them  is  a  nature  trail  to  be  developed  on  Town 
property,  and  a  stage  production  by  the  Brentwood  Community  Theater  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Carol  Walker,  to  be  presented  in  April.  Other  Community 
projects  are  being  planned  at  this  time  and  it  is  hoped  htat  more  Townspeople 
will  participate. 

The  committee  is  not  planning  on  a  Bicentennial  Parade  at  this  time 
due  to  the  great  expense  of  such  an  undertaking.  The  Town  however  will  be 
represented  in  area  town  parades  with  marching  units  and  a  float.  This  is 
being  planned  in  cooperation  with  the  Grange,  Historical  Society  and  many 
other  townspeople. 

With  the  exception  of  a  $100.00  donation  from  the  Brentwood  Fire- 
mens'  Auxiliary  and  two  smaller  donations  from  anonymous  donors,  the  Bicen- 
tennial Committee  is  self  supporting,  the  funds  to  operate  being  earned  by 
the  committee. 

As  chairman  of  the  Brentwood  Bicentennial  Committee  I  wish  to  thank 
the  Brentwood  Firemens'  Association  for  the  use  of  the  hall.  The  Brentwood 
School  District  for  the  use  of  the  school  and  the  Brentwood  Congregational 
Meeting  House  for  the  use  of  the  hall  where  the  Bicentennial  Committee 
meets  twice  monthly. 

I  wish  to  give  special  thanks  to  Gladys  Metcalf  and  her  committee 
who  prepared  and  served  the  turkey  supper  to  350  people,  and  Scout  leaders 
Martin  Thornton  and  Roger  Crosby  and  their  Troops,  who  did  a  fine  job 
serving. . 
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The  Certificate  designating  Brentwood  as  a  Bicentennial  Community 
and  the  Commerative  Bottle  which  was  given  to  the  Town  by  the  Rockingham 
County  Bicentennial  Commission  are  on  display  at  the  Mary  Bartlett  Memorial 
Library.  The  Bicentennial  Flag  is  flown  each  school  day  along  with  Ole 
Glory  at  the  Swasey  Central  School.  At  the  end  of  the  Bicentennial  year 
the  Certificate  and  the  Bottle  along  with  the  Flag  will  become  the  property 
of  the  Brentwood  Historical  Society.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXETER  AREA 
VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  is  a  Community 
Health  Service  providing  health  care  to  individuals  and  families  in  their 
place  of  residence  or  in  ambulatory  care  settings  for  purposes  of  prevent- 
ing disease  and  promoting,  maintaining  or  restoring  health  or  minimizing 
the  effects  of  illness  or  disability. 

The  nurse  gives  care  and  treatments  as  ordered  by  each  person's 
physician,  assists  with  the  rehabilitation  of  persons  of  all  ages,  handi- 
capped or  ill  with  various  conditions  or  illnesses.  The  nurse  instructs 
designated  persons  in  giving  necessary  care  between  nursing  visits,  teaches 
families  and  individuals  good  nutrition  and  understanding  of  special  diets, 
accident  prevention  and  how  to  cope  with  illness;   advises  new  and  expec- 
tant mothers  in  the  care  of  themselves  and  their  babies;   provides  Tubercu- 
losis and  psychiatric  follow-up  and  refers  when  appropriate  to  other 
agencies. 

The  Physical  Therapist  establishes  and  supervises  a  program  to 
return  each  person  to  his  maximum  potential,  working  under  a  plan  estab- 
lished by  each  patient's  own  physician. 

The  Home  Health  Aide  works  under  the  supervision  of  the  Registered 
Nurse  or  the  Registered  Physical  Therapist.  She  provides  personal  and 
unskilled  care  to  patients,  such  as  baths  and  exercises,  does  light  house- 
keeping and  meal  preparation. 

The  Association  provides:   1.   The  service  of  a  Home  Health  Coordi- 
nator to  the  Exeter  Hospital  to  assist  in  plannign  the  continuing  care  of 
patients  in  their  home  after  leaving  the  hospital.   2.   A  Well  Child  Clinic 
twice  monthly  for  physicals  to  infants  and  pre-school  children  of  eligible 
families  and  immunizations.   3.   Sponsors  screening  programs  in  cooperation 
with  the  N.H.  Department  of  Public  Health.   4.   Blood  Presdure  clinics  for 
Senior  citizens.   5.   Flu  Vaccine  clinics  for  Senior  citizens. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  a  Medicare  and 
Medicaid  certified  agency. 

In  1975  Brentwood  had  94  nursing  visits  with  a  charge  and  22  at  no 
charge,  91  Physical  Therapy  visits  and  43  Home  Health  Aide  visits.  Six 
children  from  Brentwood  have  received  all  services  from  the  Well  Child 
Clinic.

The  Brentwood  School  District  Meeting  was  opened  on  March  1, 
1975  at  7:33  p.m.  by  the  moderator,  Harold  Sherman,  who  then  read 
the  warrant.   The  following  business  was  conducted: 

Article  1.   A  motion  was  made  by  David  Lyford  and  duly 
seconded  that  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and  Truant  Offi- 
cer and  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  district  be  accepted  as 
printed  in  the  budget.   The  motion  was  passed. 

Article  2.   A  motion  was  made  by  Wilmon  Grant  and  duly 
seconded  that  all  reports  be  accepted  as  written  in  the  annual 
report.   The  motion  was  passed. 

Article  3.   A  motion  was  made  by  William  Pinkham  and  duly 
seconded  that  the  town  accept  Article  3  as  read  by  the  moderator.

The  motion  was  passed  by 
voice  vote. 

Article  5.   A  motion  was  made  by  Fran  Thorsell  and  duly 
seconded  that  a  fifteen  minute  recess  be  called  to  formulate  a 
motion  for  a  study  committee.   The  motion  passed.   Following  the 
recess,  a  motion  was  made  by  Carolyn  Cummings  and  duly  seconded 
to  establish  a  study  committee  to  see  if  state  laws  can  be  changed 
to  allow  sending  districts  to  be  represented  on  receiving  Area 
School  Boards.   Said  proposed  changes  to  be  submitted  at  the  next 
session  of  the  legislature.   Said  committee  to  consist  of  one  (1) 
school  board  member,  one  (1)  budget  committee  member,  and  three  (3) 
members  at  large  selected  by  the  school  board.   The  motion  was 
passed. 

Article  6.   A  motion  to  adjourn  was  made  and  duly  seconded. 
The  motion  passed  and  the  meeting  was  closed  at  8:23  p.m.

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Brentwood  School  District  Report 
Superintendent's  Report 
Frederick  B.  King 

As  we  enter  the  nation's  Bicentennial  celebration  there  are  many  accomplish- 
ments for  which  we  can  feel  justly  proud.   Among  these  is  the  vast  improvement 
in  the  educational  program  at  the  Swasey  School. 

The  reading  program  is  well  established,  and  is  producing  excellent  results 
based  on  national  test  scores.   Every  attempt  must  be  made  to  insure  that  every 
child  reads  as  well  as  his  potential  will  allow.   A  strong  program  of  phonics, 
comprehension,  and  "study-skills"  characterizes  the  program  in  Brentwood.   With 
the  complete  identification  of  all  important  skills  and  the  establishment  of  in- 
structional levels  has  proven  a  definite  asset  to  reading  improvement. 

The  "new  math"  remains  fundamentally  sound,  although  the  impact  hasn't  lived 
up  to  expectations.   Computational  skills  in  arithmetic  and  algebra  are  needed  but 
we  also  must  make  way  for  computers  and  calculators  to  receive  increased  emphasis 
in  the  future.   I  think  the  evidence  shows  great  gains  in  mathematic  insight  and 
understanding  by  the  pupils.   This  along  with  our  "skills"  check  sheets  at  each 
level  should  provide  for  a  strong  program. 

The  pendulum  seems  to  be  swinging  back,  as  it  has  a  way  of  doing.   Appro- 
priately along  with  basic  education  is  a  renewed  interest  in  stressing  good  character 
building  as  a  part  of  values  and  humanizing  education.   I  feel  the  school  has  re- 
sponsibility for  being  a  part  of  the  programs  to  train  our  children  to  examine  values 
more  caref u 1 1 y. 

The  maintenance  of  normal  and  responsible  discipline  as  a  routine,  every 
day  basis  is  still  a  major  focus  of  this  administration.   Competent  teaching,  even 
handed  and  intelligent  administration  along  with  thoughtfully  formulated  policies 
and  regulations  at  the  Swasey  School  and  indeed  at  our  AREA  Schools  are  the  corner- 
stones of  success  to  bringing  about  reasonable  student  conduct.   Establishment  of 
well  behaved  youngsters  who  are  courteous  and  respectful  is  insuring  a  better 
citizen  as  they  become  young  responsible  adults. 

Children  are  changing  biologically,  sociologically,  intellectually  and  in 
other  ways.   Research  indicates  this  is  a  reality.   We  are  constantly  searching  to 
improve  the  content  of  our  programs  at  all  levels  to  keep  up  with  the  demands  of 
the  times  and  the  "new"  student  that  is  with  us.   Important  as  work  is  preparation 
for  it  has  not  until  recently  been  given  the  attention  it  deserves.   Elementary 
school  can  do  much  with  career  awareness.   At  the  secondary  levels  we  look  forward 
to  having  a  complete  vocational  center  to  serve  the  needs  of  Brentwood's  youngsters. 
Choosing  and  preparing  for  a  career  is  not  a  single  decision  made  "one  afternoon", 
but  a  process  that  begins  in  early  childhood  and  continues  well  into  mature  years. 
The  school  planning  will  continue  toward  the  realization  of  this  goal  and  the 
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AREA  #18  Vocational  Center  could  do  much  to  assist  in  actual  skill  training  in  a 
wide  variety  of  work  fields. 

There  is  much  happening  at  the  Swasey  School.   Mr.  Chmielewski  in  his  report 
has  this  to  say  "We  at  Swasey  Central  Elementary  School  have  enjoyed  a  very  active 
and  meaningful  year.   A  dedicated  and  committed  staff  has  directed  its  full  efforts 
to  best  serve  the  needs  of  our  students  and  the  town.   This  is  a  constant  challenge 
to  us  and  one  which  we  will  continue  to  meet  in  the  coming  year. 

Our  school  has  succeeded  in  developing  a  true  atmosphere  for  learning.   New 
scholastic  programs  (Reading  and  Ar i thmet ic)  in i t iated  during  the  1973-7^  school 
year  are  now  proving  themselves  successful  as  evidenced  by  student  achievement. 
New  English  books  have  given  us  continuity  for  teaching  that  area.   The  AAAS  Science 
Program  was  extended  to  the  fifth  grade  -  the  program  is  sequential  and  will  be 
implemented  in  the  sixth  grade  next  year.   Guest  speakers,  films,  and  field  trips 
have  been  utilized  to  extend  student  learning.   The  acceptance  of  only  proper  be- 
havior has  developed  a  favorable  school  attitude  in  our  students. 

Once  again  many  in  the  community  gave  unselfishly  of  their  time  as  volunteers 
in  the  classrooms  and  the  library.   Such  assistance  not  only  gives  our  staff  more 
time  to  teach  but  often  brings  to  the  student  an  activity  or  expertise  that  other- 
wise he  would  not  be  exposed  to.   However,  we  are  still  continuing  to  solicit  for 
assistance  of  volunteers  and  would  welcome  suggestions  or  referrals  from  anyone 
able  to  contribute  time  to  our  school. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  students,  staff,  Board  of  Education 
members,  and  members  of  the  community  who  have  contributed  to  the  development  of 
quality  education  at  the  Swasey  Central  Elementary  School. 

There  are  nine  full-time  classroom  teachers,  one  full-time  classroom  aide, 
two  half-time  learning  aides,  plus  supportive  staff  at  our  school.   Total  enroll- 
ment at  Swasey  Central  Elementary  School  is  19^  students." 

In  conclusion,  as  your  superintendent,  may  I  reaffirm  my  pledge  to  continue 
my  efforts  in  the  constant  search  to  up-grade  our  schools  and  make  fiscal  responsi- 
bility  a  reality  in  getting  "our  dollars  worth"  each  day  of  each  educational  year. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATOR 

DANIEL  C.  DURGIN 

March  is  a  critically  important  month  because  it  is  durinq  the  month  of 
March  when  most  of  New  Hampshires  school  districts  hold  their  annual  town  and 
school  meetings.  Decisions  reached  at  these  meetings  often  have  far  reachinq 
implications  and  decisions  of  a  financial  nature  always  have  a  direct  impact 
on  nronerty  taxes. 

Speakina  specifically  of  the  School  District  Meetino,  nerhans  the  most 
important  question  beforp  the  voters  each  year  involves  the  school  budqet 
for  the  succeedino  vear.  I  fear  that  manv  neonle  view  the  hudoet  as  a 
financial  document  that  is  only  indirectly  related  to  the  education  of  the 
districts'  children.  Nothinq  could  be  further  from  the  truth.  The  School 
Budqet,  if  nronerly  formulated,  should  represent  the  educational  plan  of  the 
School  District  translated  into  dollars.  The  budqetinq  procedure  in  all 
districts  of  Supervisory  Union  *  IP  is  desiqned  with  this  in  mind. 

Rather  than  simplv  buildinq  on  the  nrevious  year's  budaet,  our  process 
involves  what  is  becominq  popularly  known  as  "'ero  budqetina".  This  new 
concent  has  been  the  basis  for  our  budqpf.inq  process  for  many  vears.  It 
reauires  fresh  thinking  and  careful  olanninq  by  all  staff  members  and 
discourages  the  practice  of  buildinq  on  the  previous  years  budqet  merely 
because  "we  have  been". 

The  budnetinq  nrocpss  beqins  in  September  at  the  teachinq  staff  level. 
Budqet  reauests  are  entered  on  special  forms  desiqned  for  the  purpose  and 
are   submitted  up  throuah  the  normal  administrative  channels  where  they  are 
screened  at  each  level.  All  non-routine  reouests,  require  written  justifica- 
tion outlininq  such  considerations  as  need  for  the  item  or  items  beino  re- 
ouested  and  what  is  hooed  to  be  achieved  by  their  purchase.  Renuests  for 
new  programs  and/or  additional  staff  are   also  submitted  on  special  forms 
which  ask  for  complete  /justification  and  reouire  evaluation  of  the  cost 
versus  the  educational  benefit. 

After  all  educational  reouests  have  been  carefully  reviewed  at  all 
levels  concluding  with  the  S.U.  #  K  Central  Office  administration,  the 
budget  forms  ar^   turned  over  to  the  Business  Administrator  for  inclusion 
in  the  first  draft  of  the  nropospd  budqet.  Thp  Pusiness  Administrator 
is  responsible  for  draftinq  the  final  budqpt.  which  will  includp  many  other 
costs  such  as  salaries  and  related  expenses  (frinqe  benpfits,  Social 
Security.  Retirement),  insurance,  transportation,  tuition,  utilities  and 
navments  on  any  outstandinq  debt. 

The  completed  draft  of  thp  budget  is  then  presented  to  the  School 
Board  for  review,  modifications  and  approval  before  beinq  presented  to 
thp  votprs  for  f inal i zation.  In  somp  districts,  budqet  committees  also 
nlav  a  significant  role  in  thp  process  replacing  the  School  Board  as  final 
authority  before  Presentation  to  the  voters. 
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Althouqh  not  required  hv  lav,  each  school  district  in  S.U.  *  IF  holds 
at  least  one  public  hearinq  on  the  hu^qet  nrior  to  district  meetinq.  This 
qives  the  citizens  of  the  district  the  opnortum'tv  to  hear  the  budoet  explain- 
ed in  detail  and  to  ask  ouestions  and  offer  comments  relative  to  the  nronosed 
budaet. 

Freouently  the  attendance  at  these  hearinns  and  even  the  district  meet- 
inqs  is  ooor.  These  are   your  meetinos  and  you  have  a  major  role  to  nlay. 
Please  make  everv  effort  to  take  nart  in  this  most  important  process.

School  Health  Services  at  Swasey  cover  all  efforts  to  conserve,  protect  and 
improve  the  physical,  mental  and  emotional  health  of  the  school  population.   This 
is  accomplished  through  the  following  activities  and  procedures:  films,  demon- 
strations and  discussions  pertaining  to  health;  recognition,  referral  and  follow-up 
of  school  adjustment  problems;  and  providing  emergency  care  for  the  sick  and  the 
inj  ured. 

Routine  procedures  conducted  throughout  the  year  include  the  following:  a 
dental  clinic  held  at  Dr.  Pawlak's  office  in  Exeter;  consultations  for  first  grade 
readiness  with  Dr.  Storm  in  attendance;  testing  all  students  in  school  for  vision 
and  hearing  and  recording  all  student's  height  and  weight;  instructing  classrooms 
in  hygiene  and  first  aid  procedures.
